outside, it would be impossible for a 
wire to be inserted into the chute 
and deposit bags removed from the 
safe proper, because a second flap is 
place<| at the bottom of the chute 
working inward. 
According to Edmund W. Thomas, 
vice president of the bank, there has 
been a pressing need

businessmen for a night deposit safe. 
About 76 per cent of the business 
places in the center of town are cus­ 
tomers of the First National Bank, it 
is stuted, and the night deposit bank 
will be a great accommodation for 
them.

the court should have befcn totally dis­ 
regarded by the jury. 
4. 
The testimony of the witnesses 
for prosucution will 
not support a 
verdict against a public, police officer 
who was legally upon the premises 
for the purpose of serving legal pro­ 
cess in his possession, upon a member 
of the family of the prosecutrix. 
5. 
The action is not based on tho 
grounds of public policy and is not a 
public prosecution, but is 
a 
private 
prosecution urged and conducted by 
private counsel, as evidenced through­ 
out the trial; that from the beginning 
of the action the very apparent motive 
has been exhibited 
as a deliberate, 
spiteful and 
revengeful 
prosecution 
against a public officer, prompted by 
ulterior motives. 
0. 
The conduct of private counsel 
from the beginning of the case and 
especially in the presence 
of jurors 
was such a radical departure from the 
rules 
of procedure as to greatly 
prejudice the interests of the defend­ 
ant and absolutely prevent a fair and 
impartial trial of the case.

Within ten days from the time

State College, Pa., May 7.—State 
agricultural organizations will send 
more than thirty representatives to a 
conference at the Pennsylvania State 
College here May 19, it was learned 
today. 
The group will be under the 
leadership of Miles Horst, Lebanon, 
secretary-treasurer of the Pennsyl­ 
vania Potato Growers’ Association. 
'Phe delegates chose 
State College 
so that they might study the research 
work of the agricultural experiment 
.station of which Dr. It. L. Watts, dean 
of the school of agriculture, is di­ 
rector. 
Farmers of the state recognize the 
station here as the research institution 
to wdiich they may turn for the solu­ 
tion of their problems. 
During the 
fiscal year ending June 50, 1925, there 
were 154 projects listed in the experi­ 
mental work of the station. 
These 
covered subjects in every phase of 
agriculture from agronomy to zo­ 
ology and entomology.

report,

bulletins w'ere issued during the year. 
While the delegates are here they
